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Football U almost tbe ouly 
athletic game that has been pre- 
served from the Rrasp of tho pro- 
fessional ; it in still a college game, 
controlled altogether by students In 
educational institutions. It is a 
very flue game for the development 
of the best physical strength and 
for the cultivation of many quali- 
ties. The training of our physical 
qualities is of vast importance. 
This body of ours is "fearfully and 
wonderfully made," in some myste- 
rious but real sense it is made in the 
likeness of the Almighty; the Jew 
held noble conceptions of the value 
and dignity of our bodies; our an- 
cestors cherished still higher con- 
victions of their sanctity and supe- 
riority; they held any indignity to 
the l)o<ly an outrage upon the soul, 
and any blow upon the body an of- 
fense worthy of resentment unto 
death. Beauty of face and of form 
were held divine gifts, and rightly 
so held; and to adorn, take care of 
and cherish this likeness of the 
Father was a duty. 

The great Apostlp went further 
and apotheosized the body as the 
temples in which the spirit of God 
lived and was worshipped : " Know 
ye not that your bodies are the 
temples of the living God ?" We 
have not yet unraveled the mysteri- 
ous union of body with soul, heart 
and brain ; science is still gioping 
even on the low plane of animal 
magnetism, and merely guessing at 
the occult powei of brain and body 
over other biaiu and body. How 
much brain Is only body, only 
nerve, blood and fibre, is yet an 
unsolvec( if not unsolvable problem. 

But we do know how tremen- 
dous Is the aid a splendid body — the 
superb animal, man, when perfect 
— renders to the daring will and as- 
piring biain; nay, how essential the 
well ordered and healthful body 
is as servant to her Inner master. 
The eye, the ear, the hand, every 
muscle and nerve can be educated 
and made subject to a trained in- 
tellect and brave heart. This 
ought to be done in youth; our 
youth ought to come out of college 
men, not book- worms nor dyspep 
tics; sure-enough men, not mani- 
kins; men of biawn, of muscle, of 
health; men, who can enjoy life, 
enjoy labor; men who can demon- 
strate that education is a power for 
the development of every faculty, 
body as well as soul. The olden 
gentlemen knew how to fence with 
foil or flght with sword; it i.s much 
to be able to ride with a Forrest or 
a Morgan, if the time come when 
manhood of endurance as well as 
manhood of soul Is required. As a 
rule the leaders of men have been 
strong of iKMly, able to sleep, to eat, 
to lose sleep, to go without food, to 
endure, to stand exposure, labor 
privation. There have been ex- 
ceptions; in fragile bodies Ood has 
implanted divine souls as in menu 
caskets iliamonds may be encased ; 
but as a rule it has been otherwise. 

In a new country, sparsely popu- 
lated, exercise is unconsciously 
taken; game is plenty and boys 
early learn to shoot, hunt, ride, 
swim, and as then towns were small 
and the population rural they were 
raised to agricultural labor, and 
thtis the eye, the ear, th»» hand and 
muscle became trained, and with 
this training is taught the habit of 
self-control, of courage, of patience. 
Nobody could bev^ume an expert 
Hhot, an expert huntsman, a skilled 
horseinati, without being a fair 
athlete in its best sense. 

But now our population is, as to 
the major part, urban; there is no 
game; our roads have tempted »o 
the use of vehicles. We must sub- 
stitute at tiflcial games fortius former 
pursuits, and this nuistof ne<!essity 
be done at the same time and the 
same plaoe and under the same 
auspices as ho receives his scholastic 
training; it must be a part of it, 
must form its component part of 
the curriculum; it ought to be done 
under the Immediate eye and per 
sonal supervision of his faculty, 
with their support, sympathy and 
presence. The students and facul- 
ties are halves of one whole; a facul- 
ty does not understand Its chief du- 
ty If it does not make Its students feel 
that they are one — one community, 
oae aMociutioii, fellow citizens, one 
true family, m<<nibers of what is 
more than agnild,isor4 household. 

The best college gniue— taken all 
in all— is football; it hiut many ad- 



vantages. It requires self-control 
in diet, in life, in every day train- 
ing; it teaches subordination, quick 
and ready obedience, it enforces a 
strict but voluntary discipline; it 
demands courage, prompt decision, 
a cool head, a brave heart, a ready 
and responsive muscle. It excites 
emulation; it arouses ambition; it 
creates enthusiasm; it inspires re- 
solution to conquer at every hazard 
and take every risk ; it engenders 
manly sympathy and the desire for 
fair play and respect for high quali- 
ties in others. If it becomes coarse 
in any college it is the fault of the 
faculty in not personally taking in- 
terest in its training and giving 
their sympathy and care. Young 
men will not become vulgar, coarse, 
obscene in their play or games, any 
more than in their rooms or studies 
if they have the company, presence 
and supervision of their professors 
and instructors. There may be oc- 
casional violence, but men as well 
as youths are fallible and lose tttm- 
per and become violent, and this Is 
the result, not of football, but of 
humanity, snd can be easily cor- 
rected. 

The Herald feels that it is not im 
proper to say this and to say it with 
earnestness au<l sincerity, because 
there seems to be a present disposi- 
tion to put down this game, and 
against thai tlie Heruld protests. 
It would throw up the hat with joy 
if a team of the University and a 
team of the Slate College could 
"clean out" every other team, come 
from where it pleased. It would 
hail such a triumph as proof that 
these institutions were training men 
for old Kentucky, leaders for the 
unknown future; and it has grave 
doubt whether any college can train 
sure — enough men who will lead \in- 
less they can produ6e a team that 
Is victorious. They may tnrn out 
fairly respectable scholars, a re- 
putable article fit for decent and 
ordinary lifework, quite fit to be 
corporals and sergeants, with an 
occasional suli-lieutenant; but a 
General, never, except a born Gen- 
eral, who could not be spoiled by 
any bad training. 

When the campus is full of am- 
bitious students playing their best 
under the absorbed attention of 
President Loos and Chancellor 
Cave and the grounds of the Stale 
College resound to the cheers of 
students at touchdowns applauded 
by I'resident Patterson and Pi of. 
Shackelford, and praised In Cicer 
oniaii Lai in l)y Prof. Neville, these 
tt^-o instiutions will take hold of 
the heart, not only of Lexington, 
but of th^ State. The Herald 
^ould welcome the day, when the 
faculties of KerMucky's colleges 
woulil personally interest themselves 
in college athletics with the .same 
zeal and knowlefje they now do in 
Uiental athletics. Greece was wise 
when Athens honored the victors of 
the Olympian games with every 
form of honor. He who patiently 
subdues the passions and api)etites 
while he perfects the strength and 
power of his boily so that it is obe- 
dient to a resolute will, responsive 
to the orders of a dauntless heart, 
and executes the "mandates of a 
composeil and serene tirain with 
unsurpsssed skill, deserves honor. 

It has beoM found that only the 
very finest materials pel fectly weld- 
ed into the best engine can stand 
the pressure of the highest steam; 
the pressure in life's race is far 
more dangerous than steam or 
other motive power; the mighty 
emotions which cause these hearts 
of ours to move the machinery of 
nature wear and tear the niHchine, 
and if it be not as tempered steel it 
gives way — gives way at that su- 
premo moment, when life's crisis is 
upon us. 

William L. Wilson was wise 
when he gave out of his own pocket 
what was needed for the trip of his 
boys; his " boys" will lead in the 
battle of life. 

Gentlemen of Kentucky Univer- 
sity and of Kentucky's State Col- 
leg«s organize your teams, go to 
theii tlrills, lake personal control of 
them iw a spirit of sympathy, l>ut 
of criticism and censure ; cheer a 
good run, clap j'our hands at a 
brave rush and give prizes for touch 
downs; and you will be amazed and 
delighted at the change in class 
room and still mure at the new 
spirit In your boys. 

The Herald knows what It Is to 
train on a football team; the very 
memory thrills and aiiiinates; the 



old contest comes back and its 
memories stir love and reverence 
for those who in those days cheered. 
If McCosh could love this game, 
who need be ashamed to be intereal- 
eil in it?

In the island of Savaii, in the Sa 
moan group during an August night 
iu the year of 1906 there arose from 
the midst of a peaceful cocoa planta- 
tion a volcano that in four years of 
its still ceaseless activity has sent 
forth more molten lava than has 
any volcano of which there is re 
cord. 

To-day this flow of lava, in some 
places 700 feet in depth, is filling 
up the sea along a frontage of more 
than seven miles, has destroyed 
about fifty villages and as many 
square miles of what was once the 
most productive area in all Samoa. 
From Apia, about fifty miles away 
on the island of Upolo it is some- 
times possible to read at night by 
the glare of the Savaiian valcano, 
whose twin pillars of vapor by diiy 
become columns of red. 

Above the ever seething lake of 
fire within the crater hangs a great 
crimson clouds while eight miles 
distant from the volcanic cone ap- 
pears a le.sser cloud, sometimes 
divided into many columns of ap 
parent fire. It is but the steam 
arising fiom the sea coloied l)y the 
red glowing lava that pours a 
Niagara of fire over the cliflls that 
the ceaseless torrent of molten rocks 
builds higher and higher eVery day. 
The ocean steamers foucliing at 
Apia pass within close hailing dis- 
tances of this dramatic spectacle. 

Scientists who hJive seen the 
most lecent flow say that every 
minute 300,000 tons of lava flow- 
over the lowei rim of crater; and 
this not resembling in any way the 
other lava, but, like molten iron, 
spreads over the old field aud be- 
yond, until at the sea there i-; a 
Niagara of flre full ten miles in 
width. As this molten lava falls 
into the ocean it turns to fine black 
sand aud sinks, aud so a new coast 
line is being built up in water 300 
to -100 feet deep. 

This moving molten lake advances 
at the race offour miles an hour. 
As it pours itself into the sea co- 
lumns of water are raised in steam 
to Incalculable heights, and this, de- 
scending iu a fine rain of brine 
destroys vegetation and corrodes 
the galvanized iron roofings of 
churches and trading stations for 
miles around. 

As the torrents of boiling lava 
break against the basalt cliffs or 
hummocks left by the old flow, clifTs 
are melted by the heat, hummocks 
disintegrated and carried forward 
by the flow to be huiled into the 
sea, where they explode like titanic 
bombs, and this is taking place 
every moment along an ever widen- 
ing sea front of ten miles at least. 
For more than a mile out in the 
ocean the water boils, and from the 
crater still flows a steady stream of 
lava greater, it is said, than man 
has ever seen iu the past issue from 
any volcano of which there is re- 
cord. 

Never once since that night tour 
years ago, when this volocauo was 
born in a peaceful valley, has it re- 
maiued for a moment quiescent.

Another contribution to the State- 
wide campaign for the prevention of 
tuberculosis has just l>een made by 
the State Charities Aid Association 
of New York. "The New Cru- 
sade" is the title under which it is- 
sues a most striking education leaf- 
let, being the third (one million) 
edition of the publication known 
among the rauks of white-plague 
fighters far and wide as No. 104. 

This leaflet typifies the spirit of 
this world-wide humane warfare. 
The cover designed by William Bal- 
four Ker, is a most unique concep- 
tion. It shows a sea of hands, old 
and homy, some young and bejewel- 
ed, and some baby hands alongside 
those of darker skin, all reaching in 
supplication to the double red cross, 
the emblem adopted by the new 
crusaders, arouud which glows the 
motto, " In hoc signo vinces," " By 
this sign we conqrrer." The book 
is designed as a word of hope for 
thousands, and if only a small per- 
centage of the issue is read, it will 
have fulfilled its promise. 

This publication is but one ex- 
: of the general wave of 
cd interest in the couserva- 
tiou of pub^jc health. Labor unions, 
fraternal insurance companies, re- 
ligious bodies are all taking a part 
in this i it movement which

for the on of tuberculosis. 

Many n< i :; and magazines are 

conceding to the public demand for 
information along these lines. The 
World's Work has just announced a 
new department, "The Way of 
Health," which will report month 
by month .i es and instruc- 

tive experiei en and of com- 

munities that make for health. The 
editors iu a foreword stiy, "By 
careful living and by the prevention 
of disease, the way becomes clear to 
that condition of society foretold by 
Huxley, when men will regard it as 
a crime to be sick.

Throughout the state a lively 
interest is being taken in the new 
opeti air school started in Rochester 
last Monday for all children in a 
weak or tuberculosis condition. 
This school wa.s started as a result 
of the open air Tuberculosis camp 
for these children. When the cold 
weather arrived it was found that 
other arrangements for the winter 
must be taken, and knowing of the 
successful experiments of open air 
schools for children afflicted in this 
manner, the Rochester School board, 
working in coniunction with the 
Anti-tul'erculosis Association, made 
these arrangements whereby for the 
first time in this state outside of 
New York City adequate means are 
taken to insure the safety of the 
regular scholars from catching these 
diseases, and at the same time the 
best measures tor the betterment of 
those in danger of contracting the 
disease in an advanced stage are 
provided. 

Boston and Providence are the 
first cities in America to take up 
this matter. For some time there 
has been some regulations limiting 
the possibilities whereby a child 
having tnbcrculosis can spread it 
among the rest of the children, but 
up to the time of this movement no- 
thing has been done to help the 
child who has the affliction. As 
the matter stood these children were 
generally more backward in their stu- 
dies, and declined in health. The 
resnlt of the Boston school has been 
that at the end of the first term nine 
children out of the twenty-eight 
were released to attend again with 
the regular scholars, thoroughly 
cured. In Providence even a high- 
er percentage of cures was aflfectesd. 

The manner of treatment is ex- 
tremely simple. In Rochester a 
large tent is provided, thus affording 
absolutely no artificial heat; but in 
order to keep the children warm, 
special .sitting bags ^'■'- [provided 
which fit over the There is

October 9, 1909.— The Hoard of 
Managers of the Ohio Home for the 
Aged and Inflrin Deaf held their 
Annual meeting on the evening of 
October Ist. The reports of the 
Board, Superintendent and Trea- 
surer, to the president of the Alumni 
Association, were read and approv- 
ed. The Home is in good condition 
physically and financially. Twen- 
ty-nine people are now under care. 
Thei'e was not any serious sickness 
through the year. 

Three hundred and sixty bushels 
of oats were harvested, thirty tons 
of buy, a good crop of potatoes 
secured, also corn. In the way of 
garden vegetables, the return was 
abundant and fine. 

1 he total t)alances of all funds 
from last year were $4,903.73 and 
the receipts thereto for the year 
were $9,484.35 making the total re- 
ceipts $14,388.08. The total ex- 
penditures for the year were $7,237. - 
47, thusleavinga l)aliinooof $7,160. - 
CI. The largest expenditure was 
$4,377.51 in payment of the balance 
and interest due on the additional 
land purchased in 1907, llius clear- 
ing the mortage on the property 
and saving considerable inlerest. 
The other largest item waH for 
current exptuises amounting to 
$2,830.64. This was $0,70.87 less 
than that of the previous year. 
This may be accounted for the 
better crop this season. The irusl 
fund amounts to $3,334 47, and the 
I>ickey LeKHcies liave grown from 
*! ,000 to $1,100.66. ' 

The Board of Managers congra- 
tulates the Alumni upon the clear- 
ance of the mortgage upon the 
purchased farm, and expresses its 
gratitude to them for tlieir work in 
the cause and to all who helped to 
contribute toward it by their means.

Always be gracious in your ex- 
pres<«ion of thought. 

Be modest, simple, and clear in 
your choice of words. 

Never soil a letter with a rude or 
vulgar words. Avoid ail slang and 
cant. 

When yon do not know whether 
to write a letter or not, postpone 
writing nntil you know your own 
mind better. 

When writing an important letter 
make notes in advance of what yon 
propose to say, or write oat before- 
hand a rouifh draft or copy of it. 

Avoid vaoity and self-conscious- 
ness and use the personal pronoun

avoid beginning 
personal pronoun. 

Learn the art of pnnctnation. 
Comma for quarter parts of a 
sentence, colons or semi -colons fpr 
half of the sentence, and a full 
stop or period at the end. 

Learn the use of capitals and be 
frugal in giving capital letters to 
common words. Capital letters go 
with proper nouns and others 
proper articles of speeeb, not with 
common ones. 

The most important thing about 
writing a letter, after all, is to know 
what it is one wants to say. Think 
out clearly in advance what you are 
going to write abontr Emerson 
says in one of his essays. *' The 
secret of eloquence is to know your 
facts." 

Remember always that the best 
letter writers are those who have a 
subtle oouscioasoess of ths person 
addressed. Most people write to 
all their correspondents in much 
the same way, just as some clever 
talkers never get out of their one 
style of talk. 

Be prompt in replying to yonr 
letters, and do not take time in 
apfjlogiring for your delay in au- 
Hwering them. When you come to 
think of it there is no reason why 
you should not answer most of your 
letters at once. Put them into your 
list of daily duties and — do them. 
Never mail a fierce and angry 
lettfr. It gives you away — if yon 
give yourself away — anger by letter 
is deliberate. Write out your 
fleice letter by night, lay it on yonr 
desk, read it over carefully the next 
morning, and then commit it ten- 
derly to the waste paper basket. 

Remember that a letter written 
aud sent goes you know not where 
and lives perchance for ages. 
There it stands, as a witness against 
you, for all time. It can never be 
recalled or changed, and what you 
say sits everlastingly in judgment 
upon yon, like a slice out of the 
day of judgment. 

Do not use " high flown" expres- 
sions or grandiloquent terms. Do 
not make your adjectives larger 
than their noan. A ooan with an 
adjective that is too large for it is 
like a small boy walking alx>ut with 
bis father's hat npon bis head. 
Use simple adjectives. Do not use 
" tremendous" and superlative 
ones. 

Always verify your spelling and 
y«ur quotations. If in doubt about 
a word, take ttie time to look it up 
in a dicitionary. Many a person 
has spent half his life in trying to 
live down a reputation for btu) spell- 
ing oaosed by laziness in not con- 
sulting a dictionary. Never quote 
a text from the Bible or a verse of 
poetry unless you are quite sure you 
know it correctly.

Kamminsky ex- 
plained he didn't know he could 
not have two wives. He was held 
in $1,000 bail to keep the peace for 
six months, and in default of bail 
was sent to jail.

To clean wall-paper use the fol- 
lowing recipe: Ten cents' worth of 
liquid ammonia, ten cents' worth of 
oil of sassafras, one teaspoonful 
(even full) of salt and one quart of 
cold water. Mix the cold water with 
the ingredients, then add white flour 
nntil it is thick enough from a 
spoon. Put in a covered pail, set 
In a kettle of boiling water, and 
cook nntil done, stirring often. If 
it does not stick to the hands when 
cool, it is done. Remove from the 
pail and divide into " loaves," 
working each piece a while in the 
hand. Take out only what is nee<l- 
ed, leaving the rest covered in the 
pail, to prevent the ammonia from 
evaporating. Rub the wall with a 
loaf, working the dirt into the 
dough. When very dirty exchange 
for a clean loaf. This removes 
dirt and grease magically and 
leaves old paper as good as new 
when used carefully. — Woman's 
Home Companion.

It is propofled to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaud«t, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
BullcUng for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-MuteH. The presoiit Charoh 
is Hituated on 148th Street, Just west 
of Ainoterdain Avenue, and is baiU 
some twenty-flve feet bacli from ths 
Hue of the street to permit the ereo- 
tiou of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a faoad« 
to the church edifice and beaoentM 
of reiiKiouH aud social life amougat 
t/lie Hilent ])«uploH. Dr. Gallanaet 
hoped during his lifetinre to see thu 
erection of this building, whiob 
would have completed the oharoh 
with which his nau>e bas always 
i>een associated.
